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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE 1. The name of this Association shall be the LEBANON 
BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. 

ArT. 2. The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator, a 
Clerk and|a Treasurer. They shall be elected annually by ballot and 
hold their offices until their successors are elected. 

ArT. 3. The object of this Association shall be the promotion of 
the Redeemer’s kingdom by the concentration of Christian labor, incul- 
cation of Bible truth, and the cultivation of friendly intercourse among 
the churches. 

ArT. 4. Members of the Association may be of two classes, viz: 
Male delegates and messengers, who shall produce evidence of their ap- 
pointment| by the churches which they propose to represent, before 
being entitled to seats. Only the delegates shall have the right to vote. 

ArT. 5, Each church belonging to the Association shall be entitled 
to two delegates until its membership shall exceed fifty, and one ad- 
ditional delegate for each additional fifty or fractional part thereof; pro- 
vided, that ministers who are members of such churches, but supply 
other pulpits, may be appointed as additional delegates to the regular 
quota. ; 

ART. 6. This Association shall only have the power of an advisory 
council and shall in no wise infringe upon the rights or independence of 
the churches. 

ART. 7. No queries shall be considered by the Association unless 
regularly sent up through the churches, and such queries shall embrace 
only questions of doctrine. 

ART. 8. The Association shall meet annually as may be agreed 
upon, and after enrolling the names of the delegates, proceed by ballot 
to the eléction of a Moderator, and a. Clerk who shall be ex-officio 
Treasurer of the Association. 

ArT. 9. The duties of the various officers of the Association shall 
be similar tO those of all deliberative bodies, and Mell’s Parlimentary 
Manual shall'be the basis of all decisions of order. 

ART. 10, Churches holding the Articles of Faith adopted by this 
body, may become members of this Association by a unanimous vote, 
and letters of dismission may be obtained without assigning: a reason 
therefor, by the concurrence of a majority present; while the Associa- 
tion retains the right of withdrawing from such churches as it shall deem 
heterodox or disorderly. 

ART. 11. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any an- 
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nual meeting of the Association by a three-fourths vote of the delegates 
present. .

7. We believe that good works aré the fruits of faith, and the only 
evidence of justification; and that all believers will abound therein from 
a principle of love. 

8. We believe in the resurrection pf the dead, the just and the un- 
Just, and the general judgment, and that the Joys of the righteous and 
the punishment of the wicked will be eternal. 


9. We believe that a visible church of Christ is composed of baptized 
believers only, who have covenanted tol keep up a discipline agreeable to 
the rules of the New Testament Seriptures. 


10. We believe that Jesus Christ ig the only lawgiver of his church 
and that the government is with the church, each member have equal 
rights therein. 

ll. We believe that Baptism and the Lord's Supper are the only 


ordinances of the church, and are to be tontinued until the second com- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


12. We believe that immersion only is Baptism, and can be ad- 
ministered only by those duly authoriz by the church, and that only 
believers in Christ are the proper subjects of the ordinance. 

13. We believe that regular!

14. We believe that the ch

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RULES OF DECORUM 


1. All meetings of the Association shall be opened with prayer and 
close with prayer or benediction. 

2. The first order of business shall be the calling of the roll of the 
churches comprising the same and the enrollment of delegates repre- 
senting them. 

3. No delegates can be enrolled until they furnish evidence in writ- 
ing from the church which they propose to represent, which evidence 
shall be submitted to the Clerk. 

4. No business shall be discussed by the body unless it shall have 
been brought up before it by a motion sustained by a second. 

5. No member shall be allowed to speak but once on the same _ sub- 
ject, except by permission. 

6. The Moderator may correct any speaker for misquotation, 
personal reflection, or indiscreet language. 

7. Any member feeling himself aggrieved by the ruling of the 
Moderator may appeal to the Association, when, if it be sustained by a 
two-thirds vote, the Moderator’s ruling shall be reversed. 

8. All members shall use the term ‘‘Brother,’’ when addressing or 
speaking of each other; and any one failing to observe this rule subjects 
himself to a reprimand by the Moderator. 

9. Any or all of the rules may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting by a two-thirds majority vote.

The new building that will soon be complete will add to the capacity 
of our home 100 or more children and will be ready for occupancy by 
November Ist. When it is finished we can comfortably care for 300 
children. 

This has been an extra hard ydar on our Orphanage, both from the 
high price of living and the extra €xpense occasioned by the erection of 
the new building and shortage in receipts occasioned by the short crops 
last year. We will need to make 4 special effort this year in collecting 
funds to meet this additional expense. 

On account of the shortage in our contributions, the management 
was obliged to borrow $7,000.00 for the building. It has been one of the 
greatest blessings and the pride of|our denomination, that our institu- 
tion for the past 7 years has kept dut of debt. We want to keep our 
noble record, and recommend that @ special and liberal contribution be

There are requests from many places that the Mission Board must turn 
a deaf ear to for lack of funds. The Board ought to have $50,000.00 a 
year where now they spend less than $30,000.00. In this cause we are 
laborers together for more effective world-wide missions. As our Lord 
came to his own, so in this cause we come to ourown. South Mississippi 
presents an opportunity to the Baptists which was scarcely dreamed 
of fifteen years ago. 4 

With these facts fresh in mind, we your committee do hereby most 
prayerfully recommend that the churches of this Association be asked to 
try in a prayerful spirit to increase their offerings for State Missions not 
less than 25 per cent for next year. 


HOME MISSIONS 


After the resurrection and before his ascension, our Lord announced 
his program of missions. It was: ‘‘All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth.’’. (Matt. 28-18.) ‘‘Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature.’’— (Mark 16:15. ‘‘Beginning at Je- 
rusalem’’—Luke (24:47;) ‘‘And, lo, I am with you always, even unto the 
end of the age.’’ The scheme of missions outlined by the Saviour took 
in the entire world. But the nature of the case, as well as his command 
and the apostolic example, made the world vision include the lost who 
were near, as well as those who were far away, and made it of first im- 
portance, Peter and John of the Apostles received the commission, 
healed the lame man at the temple gates. 

The lame man of today sits at the gate of every church. The Jeru- 
salem church was overwhelmingly successful in interpreting the gospel 
to its own community. Having the purpose and power to save those 
around it, it had the spirit that naturally and necessarily sends forth 
wholesome streams of saving truth to the dark places beyond. Our 
Jerusalem and Judea, and Samaria, are in the United States. Are we 
doing our part to take and keep our country for Christ. 

Out of 90,000,000 population in the United States, there are only 
about 20,000,000 members of evangelical denominations. Are we not too 
much neglecting our Jerusalem, Judea and Samaria? 

Have our churches the unselfish christian love and consecration to 
take hold of the crying needs of the submerged and neglected on the one 
hand, and of the pleasure seekers and money mad on the other? 

The world is asking whether we have a gospel that is strong enough 
to command the hearts and lives of sin buffeted men, and bring the 
harmony of love where now abides the discord of hate and selfish greed. 
Alien immigrants flock to our shores at the rate of a million a year, and 
perhaps two million more of our own people each year are uprooted from 
their own environment and brought together in new relations in new

However we praise God that thousands upon thousands are awaken- 
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ing ‘to the situation, and that a new era has dawned upon us. Southern 
Baptists who a few years ago were giving $110,000 this past year have 
given over $500,000. God meant it when he told us to go into all the 
world and tell the glad news to every creature. Surely God was in 
earnest, and when his people take him at his word, they will see a new 
era, not only in'the Foreign land, but here at home. We need men 
and women for our important places. We need also better equipment 
for the workers. We need funds to more thoroughly equip our printing 
plants, hospitals and schools, these helps in the work of the Lord are 
accomplishing much. The printing plants are sending out God’s word, 
tracts and religious books. Last year in our hospital work, over 42,000 
people were treated. Our schools and theological seminaries are ac- 
complishing great good. The boys and girls who are being trained today 
in our schools in a few years will make some of our strongest church 
members, whether they are in the pastorate or in the pew. 

We note with special interest that there are in our theological train- 
ing schools 227 young men preparing for the gospel ministry.” No one 
can estimate what it will mean five years from now to have several 
hundred well trained native preachers in the churches on the Foreign 
field. 

We now note some work done on the different Mission fields. 

Argentina, just seven years old, reports six organized churches, 
ten out stations and a membership of 255, with 2 houses of worship. 

Brazil, Mission work started 31 years ago report, 109 churches with 
a membership of 7,085, 1,254 of these baptized last year. 

Italy, reports 34 churches, membership 993, baptized this past year 
113. 

Mexico, the past year has been one of the best in the work in 
Mexico, 47 churches, membership 2,000—377 of whom were baptized 
during the year. 

Africa, reports 21 churches with a membership of 1,098 of whom 
231 were baptized during the past year. 

Japan, whose work is just 20 years old, reports 10 churches, mem- 
bership 504—55 baptized during year. 

China, reports 62 churches with a membership of 7,304; during the 
year 1,106 were baptized. 


We your committee earnestly and urgently recommend that the 
churches in this Association immediately take up the question of adopt- 
ing a plan for regular systematic giving to all of our mission work— 
State, Home and Foreign throughout the year. Such a plan generally 
adopted would revolutionize our present dilatory methods of sending in 
funds and would do away with the burdensome accounts which have 
hampered our work for years.

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Report on Sunday Schools was read by Mi .P. L. Love, spoken to by 
Love, H. C. Joyner, A. V. Rowe, and adopted. 


Sunday School. 


In discussing the subject, Sunday! Schools, we desire first of all to 
especially emphasize that the Sunday ‘School is the teaching service of 
the church, organized, recognized and officered by the church. And 
second the Sunday School is organized for the most important work of 
teaching the Word to the men and women of the church and training 
them for efficient Christian service and opening avenues of service to 
them, of placing young Christians under the direct teaching and training 
of godly men and women and at the ¢rucial time in their Christian lives 
give them needed instructions and definite Christian work to do: of tak- 
ing our children even beginning with the tot of a few tender years and 
so shaping and moulding the young life and ideas as to bring the little 
ones to Jesus if possible at the earli¢st age of responsibility, and of 
teaching the plan of salvation to the unsaved and bringing them to 
acknowledge the Christ. 

We therefore submit that the Suntlay School should have the active, 
positive and unstinted Support and enrouragement of (1) the Pastor (2) 
the Deacon (3) antl every member jof the church and any Pastor or 
Deacon or any Christian man or womah who fails in this fails to perform 
a solemn and important: and urgent Christian duty and neglects one of 
the most fruitful fields for Christian service. 

We believe that this the Lebanon Association bears the same rela- 
tions to the churches in her jurisdiction as does the Pastor, Deacons and 
leading members of any one church to the membership of that church, 
and should be ready to lend active and positive support to the weak 
Sunday Schools, and to the organization of Sunday Schools in churches 
that have none, and to this end we recommend that the Lebanon Asso- 
ciation take steps to provide Associational Field Secretaries who, co 
Operating with the Conventional Field! Secretaries, shall work in the 
bounds of the Association for the stren thening and encouragement of 
weak rural schools and organization of Sunday Schools in churches that 
have none. We are sending out speakers and workers in the interest of 
the Layman’s Missionary Movement, and workers and organizers from 
our Woman’s Mission Union and this is (wise and proper. Why should we 
not then do definite organized work for) the establishment, building and 
strengthening of our Sunday Schools? ‘Our Sunday Schools in the Asso- 
ciation are thriving, nearly every church reports increased attendance 
a enrollment and efficiency and a most gratifying increase in baptism 

rom the embership i$ reported over 
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ventional Field:Secretary, and urge every church in the Association to 
secure him whenever possible. We heartily endorse the organization 
and work of the South Mississippi Sunday School Convention, and 
urge every pastor and superintendent to go and take their workers and 
teachers to the next Convention to be held at Laurel, July ------ 1911, 
Ist church. 

We recommend and urge all Sunday Schools to make contributions 
regularly to State, Home and Foreign Missions, training and teaching 
our children in the spread of the gospel.

Education 


If we asa Baptist people expect |to make progress, or cope with 
other denominations, or even hold our own, the time is not coming but 
now is when the educational advantages of our people must demand our 
profoundest attention. 

In time past we have given this subject some attention, but not to 
the extent that we should. 

Now, as I understand the word edhcation, it is not necessarily a man 
who holds a diploma from a college. | 

Education in its broadest sense, means more ‘that the training and 
developing of the brain. There are men who hold a diploma from a col- 
lege who are not in the true sense of the word educated. There are 
others who are denied a diploma, wholare educated, 

It is not necessarily a glittering $word that soldiers need, but one 
that will kill the enemy. But our sthools and colleges are the best 
places to go to get the sword ground ahd tempered so it will do the work. 


A fellow if he is willing can turn the grindrock and sharpen his own 
axe, provided there is any metal in the axe: 


; but if he would carry his axe 
to the grindrock that is run by steam he would get it sharpened much 


quicker and easier, A man can educate himself if he has the will and 
determination, provided there is anythig in him to educate; but he can 
become educated much quicker and easier by going te school and college. 
Therefore we need the schools and colleges. We must have them. We 
can’t do without them. But we should see that they are the right kind, 
for education without the right kind ofj influence back of it, may, and 
often does become the source of much evil. It behooves us therefore, 
to have our institutions of learning under the control of our denomina- 
tion. We are glad to say that we have a number of such schools, owned 
by Baptists as private property. -They are Blue Mountain, for girls; 
Mississippi Heights, for boys; Hillman College, for girls: and Clark 
Memorial College at Newton, established by our brethren of the General 


Association. All these schools are worthy of our esteem, encourage- 
ment and help.

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We your committee would recommend that the Association loyally 
stand by and support these our schools. Mississippi College is the only 
educational institution owned and managed by the Baptists of this Asso- 
ciation belonging to the Convention. 

It has a great history, but has always been in the past hampered for 
the lack of means. But in spite of this fact its history has been an un- 
broken chain of remarkable providence and successes. Its presence 
among us is an inspiration and a benediction. Without it we never 
could have taken as high ground as a denomination, and made ourselves 
felt so soon and so powerfully in the commonwealth as a facter in civiliz- 
ing and christianizing of its people. It is therefore essentially import- 
ant that this institution be kept strong and vigorous to meet our rapidly 
growing population and denomination. We therefore approve the policy 
of the board of trustees to wage a campaign every five years for a 
larger endowment fund. The college needs more room, with her in- 
creasing patronage which has about reached five hundred. Her old 
buildings do-not furnish the comforts and conveniences necessary for so 
many pupils. 

We rejoice, however, that several new buildings have been added to 
her classi¢ halls, while these relieve present conditions, yet they will 
not answer her purposes in future years if her patronage and power is 
to keep pace with the increase in onr population and their progress in 
mental development. Other buildings must be added from time to time. 
The faculty of the college has received new additions from time to time 
till now it)meets present needs. No college can boast of a stronger 
teaching force, and no faculty in the land is composed of more thorough- 
ly consecrated and devout Christian men. Therefore all her students 
will not only receive as thorough instructions in the languages, litera- 
ture, art and science as is given elsewhere, but they are brought under 
such Christian influence as to be protected from the dangerous tendency 
toward skepticism that prevails in a great many other institutions of 
learning. This should be the strongest reason why parents should send 
their children there to receive preparation for their life’s work. 


The constant aim of the college is to bring the cost of a Christian 
education within the reach of the poorest young man. But her ultimate 
aim is the glory of God. 

State institutions and some others can do no higher class of work 
that fits men for secular callings, and for low grade office seeking poli- 
ticians and self preferment; while Mississippi College thrives to prepare 
and lead men into higher and holier living, and into the fear and service 
of God, which is the whole duty of men. This constitutes her crown of 
glory. ; 
Therefore, your committee would recommend Mississippi College to 
the favor and’confidence of the people as the superior place to put their

Report on Publications. 


To write anything new on the ean of ‘‘publications’’ seems im- 
possible; to repeat oft stated facts would be tiresome; but to remind 
God’s children that the ‘‘half has not been told’’ will certainly not be 
altogether disregarded. | 

It was one of Solomon’s wise saying that it’s ‘‘line upon line, pre- 
cept upon precept, here a little and there a little.”’ So, if we seem to 
tread in another's path or to read another's story, it may profit us 
withal. 

As a people Baptists have always contended for the truth. Buta 
large per cent. of our number depend almost altogether on the pastor 
or the Sunday school superintendent for the dissemination of the truth. 
They may be able to read men, provided men do not cost them much, 
but they are not able to read books, papers or magazines, they say, al- 
though the price may be in reach of all. |We conclude, therefore, that 
this excuse is the result of ignorance. Men have not been shown the 
value of literature, either current or classic, and we know that the Bible 
is the world’s greatest classic, and, to be|sure in this day of struggle 
and competition for that which is best ahd can be had for the least 
money, no one is too poor to be without the word. And yet, there are 
within the bounds of this Association, we |doubt not, hundreds of people 
in whose homes the Bible cannot be found. And if found, there are 
hundreds still who never read a line of truth in this blessed book. 

What is to be done? Let us begin with the pastor and say that, 
first of all, he must know the value of God’s word before he can impress 
the mind of his congregation with the importance of having and reading 
the word in their own homes. How is he to do this? By attending in- 
Stitutes, normals, conventions, and Bible chools and by a critical study 
of the Book himself. If he be properly informed he is then in position 
to inform others. 


We therefore recommend, that the pastor of each church make an 


; 
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honest, earnest effort to see that the Bible is found in every church and 
community home. That he report to the chairman of the committee on 
Publications on or by October 15, 1911, and each subsequent year there- 
after, how many, if any, churches or community homes that compose his 
congregation are without Bibles. That he, where practicable, organize 
and teach a Bible school at least once a year in each church composing 
his pastorate. Churches that are fortunate enough to have a resident 
pastor might certainly have the class meet the pastor once a week for 
Bible study. 

Second only to the pastor are the deacons. They are to ‘‘hold the 
mystery of the faith in a pure conscience,’’ and so must needs be well 
informed in the Scripture. And if so there is good material within the 
deaconate for superintendent of the Sunday School, Young People’s 
Union, Woman’s Missionary Union, Laymen’s Movement, ete. 

With the membership of the church thus organized and each depart- 
ment under the efficient leadership which has been well trained by the 
pastor, to be sure these leaders can go out among the people and _ tell 
them of the good things in the world of books and in current literature 
which may be had at small cost. 

Among |these things your committee would recommend, first of all, 
The Baptist Record, Home Field, Foreign Missionary Journal, Orphan- 
age Gem and tracts and pamplets published by our Sunday School Board. 

We would recommend the following books: Baptist History, by 
Armitage; Axioms of Religion, Our Church Life, by Frost; Missions in 
the Plan of the Ages, by Carver; the Purity Series, by Stall. 

In this, as in the pastor’s report of Bibles and Bible study, we would 
recommend that the leader of each of these departments report on or by 
October 15, 1911, and each subsequent year thereafter, to the chairman 
of the respective committees authorized to report to this Association. 
First, the number of those reading any of our denominational papers and 
the number of copies each going into the homes of his congregation. 
Second, the number who are reading any of the above named books or 
any others calculated to enrich our denominational life; also the numbers 
of copies of each going into these homes. 

In this way we would come to know what per cent. of our people 
are being reached, what they were reading and the advancement they 
are makirig in denominational and Christian life. 

With this information your committees would not be at sea when 
definite reports are to be made but with a bird’s-eye view of the situa- 
tion in the field we could lay plans and find the means of strengthening 


the churches of this Association. ‘

Second. - That we congratulate the Text Book Commission of the 
State of Mississippi for inserting into our public school curriculem the 
study of the evils of aleohol; and we congratulate the faithful teachers 
of our schools for the service they are rend¢ring the cause of Temper- 
ance by setting before the youth of the ioc the awful effects of 
aléohol. P its 

Third. That we most urgently request bur senators and congress- 
men to work for the passage of a law that will prohibit the granting of 
licences by the Federal Government to sell liquor in prohibition territory. 

Fourth. That we respectfully request jour representatives in con- 
gress to work for some further and more efficient methods, besides the 
amendment to the penal code adopted by the last congress, to prevent 
the shipment of liquor into ‘‘dry’’ territory. |

the officers and courts in the enforcement of our prohibition laws.
